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Production  Highlights 


The  purpose  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  visually  handicapped  people  with 
educational  and  recreational  literature 
in  braille,  large  type,  and  recorded 
form  and  to  manufacture  the  learning 
aids,  special  tools,  and  special  supplies 
necessary  for  their  education. 

APH  is  the  oldest  national,  pri¬ 
vate  nonprofit  agency  for  the  blind 
and  near-blind  in  the  United  States 
and  the  world’s  largest  publishing 
house  for  the  blind.  Incorporated  in 
1858  as  a  private,  nonprofit  organiza¬ 
tion,  its  policies  are  guided  by  a  corpo¬ 
rate  board  of  trustees. 

Since  1879,  APH  has  had  the 
responsibility  to  administer  the  federal 
funds  provided  under  the  “Act  to 
Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind.’’ 
This  means  that  we  are  the  official 
source  of  school  materials  for  students 
of  less  than  college  level  in  the  United 
States.  We  are  assisted  in  administer¬ 
ing  this  responsibility  by  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees,  who  are  heads  of  residential 
facilities  for  education  of  the  blind, 
representatives  of  state  departments 
of  education  and  other  educational 
agencies  for  the  blind.  These  trustees

participate  in  our  advisory  committees 
and  in  our  annual  meetings,  which 
provide  a  forum  for  exchange  of  ideas 
and  information  between  our  staff,  our 
ex  officio  trustees,  and  other 
educators. 

The  work  that  we  do  on  a  con¬ 
tract  basis  for  other  organizations 
comprises  a  great  part  of  our  output. 
This  production  includes  such  items 
as  braille  and  recorded  books  for  the 
National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped,  braille 
menus  for  restaurants,  cassette  tapes 
for  religious  groups,  and  tactile  signs. 

Through  our  fund-raising  efforts, 
we  are  able  to  produce  braille  and 
recorded  editions  of  the  Reader’s  Digest 
each  month  and  recorded  weekly 
copies  of  Newsweek  Magazine,  most  of 
which  are  distributed  to  adult  blind 
persons  and  regional  libraries  at  no 
cost.  The  graph  below  gives  a  general 
percentage  breakdown  of  our  products 
and  sources  of  income.

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Executive  Report 


Welcome  to  the  115th 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind. 
This  year  is  also  our  125th 
anniversary.  Consequently, 
we  are  doubly  pleased  to  see 
all  of  you  here. 

Our  1983  fiscal  year 
reflects  the  state  of  affairs  in 
this  country,  generally.  Our 
sales  have  held  at  $11,600,000, 
unchanged  from  the  level  of 
the  last  two  years.  Growing 
inventories  in  some  areas 
have  caused  us  to  reduce 
production.  Costs  have 
continued  to  increase. 
Changing  markets  have 
required  us  to  review  our 
product  lines  and  adapt  our 
modes  of  operation.  To 
accommodate  changing 
conditions,  we  have  reduced 
personnel,  improved 
production  processes,  made 
wider  application  of  data 
processing,  increased  our 
marketing  efforts,  and 
undertaken  design  of  new 
products. 

As  has  been  the  case  for 
the  last  four  years,  the 
beginning  of  the  federal  fiscal 
year  finds  us  without  an 
appropriation  for  funds 
supplied  under  the  Act  to 
Promote  the  Education  of  the 
Blind.  We  are  currently 
operating  under  a  continuing 
resolution  at  a  level  of 
$5,000,000.  Of  this  sum, 
$4,660,000  is  allocated  for 
educational  materials, 

$250,000  for  educational  and 
technical  research,  and 
$90,000  for  administration  of 
the  Act.  As  of  January  1983, 
we  registered  41,148  students, 
an  increase  of  2,900  students 
over  those  registered  in  FY 
1982.  The  resulting  per  capita 
allotment  for  FY  1984  is 
$113.25.  As  was  done  last 


year,  we  plan  to  redistribute 
unused  FY  1983  quota 
balances  nationally,  based  on 
last  January’s  registration. 
This  approach  has  been 
successful  in  reducing  the 
quota  balances  that  have  been 
a  long-term  problem.  We  plan 
to  make  this  an  annual 
practice. 

As  many  of  you  know, 
there  was  a  decided  effort 
made  last  spring  to  amend  our 
Act  to  require  a  10% 
contribution  by  the  states. 
With  the  help  of  many  of  our 
Ex  Officio  Trustees  and 
representatives  from  other 
organizations  for  and  of  the 
blind,  we  were  able  to  contain 
this  effort.  We  greatly 
appreciate  this  assistance. 

Production  results  for  the 
year  show  both  braille  and 
large  type  to  be  down  slightly 
compared  to  last  year.  In  both 
of  these  areas,  we  are  trying 
to  improve  production 
methods  to  contain  costs  and 
speed  up  delivery.  Sales  were 
up  in  Talking  Book,  with  the 
greatest  increases  in  cassette 
production.  The  quality  of  our 
recordings  and  our  ability  to 
meet  delivery  schedules  have 
greatly  improved.  Eight  new 
products  have  been  added  to 
our  educational  aids  line  and 
four  old  products  were 
redesigned.  We  have 
experienced  a  strong  demand 
for  shipping  containers  of 
various  kinds. 

Our  educational  research 
and  development  activities 
were  maintained  at  a  high 
level.  The  Department  of 
Educational  Research  released 
eleven  new  products  during 
FY  1983.  Educators, 
nationwide,  collaborated  in 
their  development.  We 
continued  our  efforts  to 
improve  our  ability  to 


communicate  product 
information  to  our  consumers. 
Of  particular  importance  was 
the  continued  operation  of  our 
Central  Catalog  of  Volunteer 
Produced  Materials. 

Fund-raising  efforts  for 
our  special  editions  of  Reader’s 
Digest  and  Newsweek 
continued  to  be  marked  by 
success.  These  efforts  are 
important  to  all  of  us  since 
some  of  these  funds  support 
the  purchase  of  the  capital 
equipment  required  to 
manufacture  educational 
materials.  The  Printing  House 
would  not  be  able  to  operate 
without  this  generous  support 
from  the  public. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  Jane  T.  Kent,  who  was 
our  Controller  and  who  had 
worked  at  the  Printing  House 
for  more  than  forty  years, 
retired.  David  Manteuffel,  our 
former  Accounting  Manager, 
has  been  appointed  Controller 
in  her  stead. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year 
and,  on  the  whole,  a 
successful  one.  To  the 
members  of  our  Executive 
Board,  to  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees,  to  the  members  of 
our  Advisory  Committees,  to 
the  Printing  House  staff  and 
employees,  we  would  like  to 
express  our  appreciation  for 
their  great  assistance  and 
loyal  support.

Mr.  Lappin  presented  a 
request  from  the  field  to 
produce  in  braille  the  Wolf, 
Bear,  and  Webelos  Handbooks 
published  by  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America.  The  Committee 
advised  Mr.  Lappin  to:  poll  the 
field  for  the  need  for  these 
titles;  determine  and  present 
estimates  for  production  to 
the  Committee  in  October; 
and  to  check  with  the 
publisher  about  cost  sharing. 

Extensive  discussion 
ensued  relative  to  the 
continuing  problem  of 
recommending  titles  for 
publications  when  the  need  in 
the  field  was  in  question.  The 
Committee  recommended  that 
a  new  procedure  be  adopted  to 
solve  this  problem  and 
recommended  that  it  be 
introduced  at  the  1983  Annual 
Meeting. 
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The  procedure  is  as 
follows: 

1.  Titles  that  the  Committee 
hesitates  to  approve  due  to 
uncertainty  of  ne£d  will  be 
presented  to  Trustees  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  after  they 
have  been  channeled 
through  the  Editorial 
Department  for  cost 
estimation. 

2.  Trustees  will  review  the 
materials  on  open  display  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

3.  Trustees  may  commit  (in 
writing)  Quota  Funds  to 
cover,  entirely  or  in  part, 
the  costs  of  plates  and 
printing. 

This  procedure  was 
moved,  seconded,  and  passed 
by  the  Committee.  Further, 
the  Committee  determined 
that  the  Boy  Scout  Handbooks 
will  be  the  first  titles 
introduced  under  this 
alternative  procedure. 

A  motion  was  introduced, 
seconded,  and  passed  to 
consider  producing  the  tests 
which  accompany  the 
approved  Holt  French  Series. 
The  Committee  felt  that  the 
staff  should  investigate  the 
best  method  of  packing  such 
tests.  (The  Committee  decided 
not  to  produce  these  tests.) 

The  Committee  expressed 
concern  that  kindergarten, 

1st,  and  2nd  grade  materials 
were  lacking,  but  in  demand. 

It  agreed  to  consider  such 
materials  in  the  future  and 
asked  the  staff  to  determine 
any  appropriate  adaptations. 
(The  Committee  decided  to 
adopt  a  policy  by  which 
kindergarten,  1st,  and  2nd 
grade  materials  will  be 
reviewed  whenever  they 
existed  as  a  part  of  a  text 
series  under  consideration.) 


Mrs.  Jones  presented  a 
request  from  the  Texas  School 
to  produce  the  textbook, 
Succeeding  in  the  World  of 
Work.  The  Committee 
requested  cost  estimates  for 
the  October  meeting  and 
consideration  for  presentation 
of  this  title  through  the  new 
process.  (The  Committee 
decided  to  offer  the  braille 
version  of  this  title  to  the  new 
cooperative  adoption  process 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Mr. 
Lappin  reported  that  the  large 
print  version  was  to  be  done 
under  short-run  contract.) 

Mr.  Davis  requested  that 
Mr.  Lappin  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  producing  large 
type  and  braille  materials  on 
computer  literacy.  Mr.  Lappin 
stated  that  publishers  have 
advised  him  to  wait  on  this 
due  to  rapid  changes.  Mrs. 
Jones  said  that  she  had 
reviewed  several  requests  for 
high  school  level  computer 
texts. 

The  Committee  decided 
that  computer  publications  be 
continually  considered  with 
attention  to  stability  of 
information.  (Mr.  McCracken 
reported  that  APH  was 
producing  some  literacy 
materials  under  contract  to  a 
federal  agency  and  proposed 
that  the  Committee  review 
them.  The  Committee  agreed.) 

After  discussion,  the 
Committee  passed  a  motion 
urging  APH  to  look  into  an 
alternative  method  of 
producing  large  type  to 
accommodate  very  short  runs 


and  alleviate  inventory 
problems.  The  microfilm-to- 
photocopy  process  used  by 
several  firms  in  the  country 
was  suggested.  The  staff 
agreed  that  this  was  a  good 
suggestion  and  would 
immediately  begin  to 
investigate.  (Mr.  McCracken 
reported  at  the  fall  meeting 
that  APH  has  acquired 
equipment  and  is  now 
prepared  to  produce  materials 
through  such  a  process.) 

Mrs.  Council  asked  the 
Committee  to  think  about  how 
maps  within  textbooks  should 
be  handled  in  the  future  as 
this  is  a  persistent  problem. 
The  Committee  agreed  to 
return  home  and  collect 
necessary  information. 

A  motion  was  made  and 
approved  for  adjournment.

Note  1.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting 
Policies 

(a)  Inventories  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or 
market  on  the  first-in,  first-out  identification 
method. 

(b)  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  their  estimated  value 
at  June  30,  1941,  and  at  cost  for  additions  since  that 
time.  Depreciation,  computed  on  the  straight  line 
basis  over  reasonable  useful  lives  of  the  various 
classes  of  assets,  amounted  to  $400,844  and  $319,489 
for  this  and  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

(c)  The  company  is  a  tax  exempt,  nonprofit 
corporation  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code.

Note  3.  Interfund  Note 

During  fiscal  year  1983,  the  General  Fund 
borrowed  $524,000  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  The 
demand  note  is  non-interest  bearing  and  is  classified 
as  a  long-term  liability  on  balance  sheet  of  the 
General  Fund  because  of  the  interfund  relationship. 


Note  4.  Accrued  Contribution  to  Pension  Plan 

The  company  has  in  effect,  for  eligible  personnel, 
a  non-contributory  pension  plan. 

The  accrued  contribution  to  the  pension  plan 
represents  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  current 
contribution  due  to  the  pension  trust,  final 
determination  of  which  was  not  made  as  of  the 
writing  of  this  report. 

Effective  July  1,  1976,  the  plan  was  amended  to 
comply  with  the  Employee  Retirement  Income 
Security  Act,  to  eliminate  the  contributions  on  the 
part  of  the  employees  and  to  change  the  benefit 
formula.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  chosen  to  fund 
the  past  service  cost  over  a  30-year  period. 

In  the  current  year  the  actuarial  cost  method 
used  in  valuation  of  the  plan  was  changed  to  the 
service  prorate  credit  unit  funding  method.  The 
method  used  in  the  prior  year  was  the  frozen  initial 
liability  method,  a  variant  of  the  entry  age  normal 
method.  Also,  the  method  of  valuing  assets  of  the 
fund  was  changed  to  the  five  year  average  value 
method  from  the  mean  of  cost  and  market  values. 
The  changes  were  made  to  produce  a  pattern  of 
funding  of  the  plan  more  consistent  with 
management’s  objectives  of  contributions  as  a 
constant  percentage  of  payroll  and  to  minimize  the 
effect  of  market  valuation  of  plan  assets. 

The  two  changes  had  the  effect  of  lowering  the 
contributions  to  the  plan  in  the  current  year  by 
$64,196  and  $17,235,  respectively.  Additionally,  the 
change  in  cost  method  reduced  the  unfunded  frozen 
actuarial  liability  by  $169,017. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  actuary,  the  assumptions 
used  are  in  the  aggregate  reasonably  related  to  the 
experience  of  the  plan  and  to  reasonable 
expectations.

All  benefit  information  is  based  on  the  plan  year 
beginning  dates  of  July  1,  1982,  and  1981, 
respectively.  The  assumed  rate  of  return  in 
determining  the  actuarial  values  of  vested  and  non- 
vested  accumulated  benefits  was  7%  compounded 
annually.

Note  5.  Accrued  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

In  1982,  the  company  changed  its  method  of 
accounting  for  vacations  and  sick  pay  in  order  to 
comply  with  Statement  of  Financial  Accounting 
Standards  Number  43  issued  by  the  Financial 
Accounting  Standards  Board. 

The  effect  of  the  change  for  1981  was  not 
practicable  to  determine.  The  adjustment  of  $177,996 
represents  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  new  method 
on  years  prior  to  1982.  The  effect  of  the  change  in 
1982  was  to  decrease  income  before  the  cumulative 
effect  of  the  change  by  $61,178. 

Note  6.  Fund  Balances 

The  funds  are  all  administered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  are  composed  and  restricted  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  a  contribution  of  $25,000 
by  the  State  of  Kentucky,  contributions  and 
transfers  from  other  funds,  and  the  accumulated 
income  from  the  activities  of  the  general  fund. 

(b)  Endowment  Fund  —  Board  Restricted 

The  principal  portion  of  the  fund  is  composed  of 
undesignated  gifts  placed  in  this  fund  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on  sale  of 
securities  and  investment  fees.  The  income  portion 
of  the  fund  is  composed  of  income  received  from 
investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  reduced 
by  fund-raising  expenses.  Both  elements  of  the  fund 
are  to  be  used  as  a  continuing  endowment  or 
expended  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 


(c)  Endowment  Fund  —  Donor  Restricted 

This  fund  consists  of  those  gifts  and  bequests 
restricted  to  permanent  endowment  by  donors 
adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on  sale  of  securities. 
The  income  from  investments  is  transferred  to  the 
income  portion  of  the  Board  Restricted  Endowment 
Fund. 

(d)  Talking  World  Book  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  restricted  by 
donors  and  of  income  received  from  investment  of 
monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be  used  solely 
for  providing  recorded  World  Book  Encyclopedias  to 
the  blind. 

(e)  Newsweek  Talking  Magazine  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests 
restricted  by  donors  and  of  income  received  from 
investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  net  of 
fund-raising  expenses,  and  is  to  be  used  solely  for 
providing  copies  of  Newsweek  talking  books  to  the 
blind. 

(f)  Fund  for  Braille  and  Recorded  Editions  — 
Reader's  Digest 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests 
restricted  by  donors  and  of  income  received  from 
investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  net  of 
fund-raising  expenses  and  is  to  be  used  for 
furnishing  copies  of  the  Reader’s  Digest,  in  braille 
and  recorded  editions,  or  for  increasing  production 
facilities  and  services  for  the  blind.  The  fund  is 
dedicated  to  editions,  facility  extensions,  or 
endowment,  dependent  upon  the  designation  of  the 
donor.  All  undesignated  contributions  and  fund¬ 
raising  expenses  are  allocated  to  extensions.
